Rampaging winds punched Vancouver Island 
Wednesday for the third time in less than a week. 
They caused more than $100,000 damage to seaside 
homes in Victoria, and blew the roof off a Campbell 
River apartment block for the second time. 

A 96-mile-an-hour gust was recorded at 3 p.m. 
at Campbell River. About 150 feet of temporary 
roofing was shorn from Sea view Apartments leav¬ 
ing five suites open to wind arid rain. The roofing 
was installed Saturday after Friday’s storm carried 
away the original roof. 

Weather officials offered little prospect of res¬ 
pite as new storms lined up outside the Island’s 
door. 

Several houses in Campbell River also lost their 
roofs during the height of the storm Wednesday.

The defectors led U.S. troops to an arms cache.

He kept smoking, 
IMPORT BOOST 
Price increases, effective 
Wednesday morning, added 35 
cents to the price of a bottle of 
hard liquor and 20 cents to 
every half-bottle or mickey. 
Domestic and imported wines 
were boosted by five cents a 
bottle and champagne went up

Domestic beer and ale went 
up five cents for a dozen pints, 
but imported beer and ale were 
raised 10 cents.

1 v $7,000,000 the royal commission on bilingualism 
and biculturalism has come up with its first report— 


with nine more to go. 


The initial report, which was tabled Tuesday In 
the House by the prime minister, concerns itself exclu¬ 
sively with some aspects of bilingualism and contains 
14 recommendations designed to extend the use of the 
French language throughout Canada. 

Having waited this long for the commission to 
produce the first of its fruits of labor it might reason¬ 
ably have been expected that any consideration or 
judgment on its findings be delayed until such time 
that its complete 10-part report has been presented. 

However, in his perhaps understandable desire to 
live up to his reputation as Canada’s greatest cham¬ 
pion of national unity, Prime Minister Pearson has 
decided to precipitate action by announcing that he 
will place it on the agenda for the federal-provincial 
constitutional conference slated for early next year. 

Whether his decision to act this quickly on an 
unfinished Job Is a wise one at this time remains to be 
seen. Certainly it is doubtful if his enthusiastic recep¬ 
tion of the commission’s findings will be matched by 
the majority of provincial leaders—upon whom the 
decision to implement most of the recommendations 
must rest. 

Though the fact that only three of the 14 steps 
advocated by the commission to establish linguistic 
equality across the nation rests within the federal 
Jurisdiction with the remaining eleven falling under pro¬ 
vincial or joint authority may not overly concern the

Aggressiveness is, apjmrentiy, A virtue In the modem 
world of commerce, despite what the dictionary my* 
about It The Concise Oxford says to aggresa la to begin 
a quarrel; aggressive means "of attack; offensive; ms- 

posed to attack.” - 

This is an example of the way the meanings or 
words may gradually change. The advertisers are not 
looking for quarrelsome, offensive salesmen, we can 
be sure. They are looking for self-starters and go- 
getters. 

Nevertheless, though definitions may grow old- 
fashioned, this it not what is bothering the United 
Nations about the word aggression. It’s just that mem¬ 
ber nations cannot agree on the present meaning of 
the word. No matter that, according to Canadian 
re p r e s e ntative Mr. Hugh Faulkner, MP, the search for 
a generally acceptable international definition has 
been going on for more than 40 years. 

What may surprise some Canadians In this re¬ 
spect is that Canada sees no hurry to define aggression. 
In a Martinish manner of speech, Mr. Faulkner said as 
much in a recent statement to the General Assembly: 
that Canada had in past questioned the desirability 
and utility, in light of international atmosphere, of coh- 
tinuing the search for such a definition; that nothing 
had happened to change this opiiiloh, but as in the 
past Canada would, of course, not wish to oppose any 
decision in favor of making a renewed effort to draft 
a useful definition. 

Mr. Faulkner, granted, gave cogent reasons for 
not expediting the drafting of a definition: Canada’s 
doubt that it would ever Be possible to reach sufficient 
agreement; th* possibility that either a general or an 
enumerativ* definition would enable an aggressor to 
justify hif aggressive acta by arguing that they did not 
fall within the definition; the chanc* that differing 
interpretation* could delay action to maintain peaoe; 
the fact that the subject had been used for cold-war 
polemics. 

• However, it doe* stem possible in these circum¬ 
stances that by the time the United Nations finally has 
decided what aggression means—or used to mean—it 

win bare baooma a nice word.

Despite devaluation, Britain is likely to have deficits in 
its international accounts until 1969, says the National 
Institute for Economic Research. 

The institute is an independent body supported mainly hy 
foundation grants. It’s prediction* by skilled economists have 
sometimes clashed with government opinion but the institute 
has shown uncanny ability to measure trends. 

After the pound was devalued Nov. 19. the Labor 
government estimated Britain would start showing surpluses 
in its payments accounts in the seoend half of 1968. The 
institute, in a review published today, suggested 1968 as a 
whole will show a deficit of about £175,000,000. 

This would fo&ow an estimated deficit of £300,000,000 to* 
the current year. 

★ ★ ★ 

These deficits have been at the heart of Britain’s 
currency crises, with reserves of foreign currency and gold 
drained by payments for imports end other necessities 
exceeding money received for exports and other foreign 
purchases in this country. • 

The government anticipates Britain must start showing 
an over-all surplus in its accounts of £500,000,000 a year and 
expects this will come in 1969. With this the institute agrees, 
providing the government succeeds in restraining the British 
consumer market to make sure more production is sold 
abroad. 

There has been much speculation in the British press that 
the government may take advantage of a substantial 
improvement in the currency reserves in 1969 by calling a 
general election two years before its mandate expires in 1971. 

★ ★ ★ 

The institute emphasizes there is a large element of 
guesswork in assessing the timing of devaluation benefits. 

"Certainly, people should be prepared to see a temporary 
worsening in the balance of payments before the beginning of 
any improvement.” 

Devaluation will mean higher costs for British industry 
and consumers. The price increase on imports may come 
rather quickly, it says, rising to about 13.5 per cent - - almost 
the full amount of the pound’s 14.3-per-ccnt price cut. 

The institute makes these estimates of price increases on 
imports: Food, 10 per cent; bdfopages and tobacco, 13.5; raw 
materials 15.5; oils and fats, le; chemicals 14.5. 

Export prices also arc expected to rise, but more slowly 
— perhaps by about seven per cent next year. This would 
result from higher wages and higher costs of imported raw 
materials.

Gasmen Criticize Oil Companies 


Service station operators In 
Hie province are tired of 
participating in gimmicks and 
giveaways while suffering 35 
per cent business failures 
among their membership, says 
George Argyll*, president of the 
1.500-strong Automotive Retail¬ 
ers Association of B.C. 

The Esqdmait service station 
operator will head a committee 
presenting a brief to the provin¬ 
cial government Dec. 18, renew¬ 
ing an appeal to the government 
for implementation of the five- 
point program recommended 
sometime ago by the Royal 
Commtasicn report on gasoline 
pricing and handling. 
COMPANIES CLAIM 

“In an industry suffering 35 
per cent casualties from busi¬ 
ness failures, the oil companies' 
claim of good service to the 
public Is an obvious farce," Mr. 
Argyle said. 

"We believe tiie ptibttc Is 
entitled to be assured of service 
and repair* from good trades¬ 
man qualified and paid as 
such," he added. 

The brief, he said, was based 
on the premise that a free 
enterprise, unsubsidized system 
waa the only healthy atmos¬ 
phere in which to do business, 
for the benefit of the driving 
public and the service station 
dealers. 

VARIED PRICES 

Hia aim, he said, was to 
create an atmosphere that 
would not only assure operators 
a chance to pay living wages to 
their employees, but also bring 
up the quality of service and so 
gain public confidence. 

He said oil companies were 
delivering gasoHne to service 
stations at prices which varied 
by 14 cents a gallon for the 
same product, from one station 
to another. 


I "It's not right that some 
I dealers have to pay more than 
others, and have to compete for 
sales,” said Mr. Argyle. 

The association, he said, will 
also be asking for implementa¬ 
tion of legislation to certify 
mechanics. 

This legislation, be said, was 
drawn up tiiree years ago, but 
was not implemented because 
there were too few mechanics 
ready to pas« the necessary 
tests. 

COURSES ORGANIZED 

Since that time, the associa¬ 
tion has or gark zed courses and 
there are enough qualified me¬ 
chanics *» make implementation 
practical. 

The Dec. 18 submission will 
embody all the points covered in 
the five-point program which 
the association outlined to the 
government a year ago. 

They are: 

• A ban on commission 
consignment setting. 

• A ban on king-term prod¬ 
ucts contracts which prevent 
an operator paying off his 
mortgage for a ape-ciHed num¬ 
ber of years, and force him to 
buy certain products during that 
time. 

• A dkective for the di¬ 
vorce of refiners and retailers 
ss recommended in the report. 

• Service station rentals 
based only on appraised prop¬ 
erty values. 

• FOB refinery prices , 
which will bring equal purchase 
prices on gasoline for retail 
distributors.

Local, 

Not Mafia 


TORONTO (CP) — The stock 
promoter Myer Rtah said 
Wednesday a local gang, not the 
Malls, was responsible for toe 
Nov, 10 bomb explosion tost se¬ 
riously injtred Mm. 

"Fo«v*t about the Mafia,” the 
42-year-old Rush said in an In¬ 
terview with a r e p orter In his 
hotel room. “Mafia talk is a lot 
of baloney. This is strictly a 
local production.” 

Rush, one of three men 
charged in a 1100 , 000,000 stock 
fraud, said the gong responsible 
for the bombing la terrorizing 
bu s inessmen hers and looting 
thstr companies. 

■DIDN'T RUN SCARED* 

"By diverting my mafl, forg¬ 
ing and oaahing cheques,” he 
■aid, "they clipped me for 
J11O.00O. When I cai*bt up with 
them, I was supposed to tun 
scared. 1 didn't, and here’* 
stoat happened." » 

Rush said when the bomb ex¬ 
ploded under the bed in his 
room at toe Sutton Place Hotel, 
It faiew s o m e of Ms upper and 
lower teeth right out of Ms 
gums. 

The explosion also sent a 
wave of Wood in behind hta eyes 
with such itwee they ebnost 
popped out of their sockets. It 
burned Ms tongue and Ups, 
opened up a large hole in his 
chest, ripped away part of Mb 
neck on one aide and tore the 
akto on pie other. 

PUBLIC INQUIRY 

Bits of mattress stuffing be¬ 
came imbedded in the open 
wounds. 

"People are soared,” Rush 
said. "To get at the trato, we've 
got to have a public Inquiry. 
I’m convinced that an inquiry, 
with power to subpoena witness¬ 
es who would be afraid of perju¬ 
ry, would clean up this mob In 
short order.” 

A police spokesman said Rush 
haa named toe persons he be¬ 
lieves responsible for the at- 
tempted murder. But allega¬ 
tions are not evidence, the 
spokesman said.

Dear Dr. M4>laer: What Is 
omentum ? I noticed my navel 
protruding and was told that 
was what it waa. Is surgery the 
only answer?—E.D. 

The lining of the inner 
abdomen is the peritoneum. 
F<rfds of it, containing fat, form 
a sort of an apron. This apron- 
like, fatty protective portion is 
called omentum. 

Tbe bulge of your navel 
probably is an umbilical heroia, 
with omentum perhaps pressing 
through the hernia. Surgery Is 
probably the only answer; these 
hernias tend to become worse 
as you grow older.

Reeve Hits Back 
On Water Issue 


NORTH OQWICHAN—Reeve candidate Claude Green’s 
suggestion to use the Chemainus River as a water supply for 
the northern part of the municipality was termed "slightly 
ridiculous” by opponent Donald Morton. 

Reeve Morton said "We have been surveying all possible 
sources of water during the past two years and the surveys 
are now fairly complete. 

* * * 

"Mr. Green is two years behind times and is Just not 
knowledgable about municipal affairs. 

"The engineers state very plainly the only circumstances 
under which a dam on the Chemainus River might become 
economic would be where a vastly greater quantity of water 
was required in addition to the domestic needs of Chemainus 
and the cost of storage could be shared.” 

The reeve pointed out even engineers are doubtful whether 
an eccnomic site for large storage exists "even at ithe cost 
of more than 51,000,000.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Reeve Morton said "On a regional basis those benefiting 
from services will still pay the whole cost and it is doubtful 
with the present population if we can attempt it 

"My recommendations to the Chemainus Ratepayers' 
water committee will be. to consider the Chemainus River 
supply much later because of the immense cost and im¬ 
practicability of financing it. 

"We have immediate solutions well in hand with Holyoak 
Lake and Weddells Lake. 

“Mr. Green’s dream is all very well for someone who 
doesn't understand the financing of municipal projects.” 

★ ★ ★ 

The reeve noted one of the main problems arising from 
the Chemainus River proposition is the provision of a spillway 
section to regulate the water masses going over the dam 
during the winter months at the rate of more than 10,000 
cubic feet per second. 

"This presents further problems with the fisheries depart¬ 
ment and the fish and game clubs. 

“It is a great pity that a man interested in public affairs 
doesn't get some council experience before trying to tell us 
all how to run the municipality.”

IMPORT BOOST 
Price increases, effective 
Wednesday morning, added 35 
cents to the price of a bottle of 
hard liquor and 20 cents to 
every half-bottle or mickey. 
Domestic and imported wines 
were boosted by five cent* a 
bottle and champagne went up 
15 cents. 

Domestic beer and ale went * 
up five cents for a dozen pints, 
but imported beer and ale were 
raised 10 cents. Liqueur prices 
were raised 35 cents for a 
standard bottle. 

CASH RESTRAINT 
Mr. Bennett was asked 
whether the price increase 
would be inflationary, at a time 
when the government was re¬ 
questing all sectors of the 
economy to show restraint. 

"I always understood In¬ 
creased prices stopped sales,” 
the premier retorted. 

And when asked if he was 
trying to stop people buying 
liquor, which for the current 
year (before the price increase) 
was expected to put more than 
$43,000,000 into government cof¬ 
fers, Mr. Bennett replied r "No, 
but I'm not trying to increase 
sales, either." 

PROHIBITION OPPOSED 
In reply to another question, 
suggesting that if the govern¬ 
ment thought drinking harmful 
it should get out of the liquor 
business, the premier said: 
“I’m opposed to prohibition, 
because that would just lead to 
bootlegging.” 

After making his comments 
about how liquor and smoking 
"punish” people, Mr. Bennett 
added: "This is a free country. 
People have the right of choice 
within the law.” 

He pointed out that percen¬ 
tage increases in taxes were 
reflected in costs, and were 
usually greater ati the retail 
level. | 

‘EVERYTHING TP’ 

"That's ordinary merchandis¬ 
ing,” Mr. Bennett said. “But 
the coats of advertising in 
newspapers, radio and TV have 
gone up more in the past few 
years than liquor has. Every¬ 
thing has gone up.” 

On the question of possible 
saving on liquor* imported from 
Britain, because of devaluation 1 
of the pound, Mr. Bennett said: 
■‘I don’t think they’ll ever come 
down.” 

FREIGHT RATES 
What B.C. gains from devalu¬ 
ation may be lost on Increased 
excise taxes and freight rates, 
Mr. Bennett said. He added, 
however, that if savings ma¬ 
terialized in some brands of 
imported liquor, they would be 
passed on to the customers. 

"It will be recosted when 
(new stocks! come in, ff that is 
the case,” the premier said. 


121 Massacred, 
41 Cong Quit 


SMGOIT (UPI) — Forty-oae Vfet"Cong, in¬ 
cluding the entire 33 members of a. guerrilla platoon, 
turned themselves In to Sooth Vietnamese authori¬ 
ties Wednesday in what was reported to be ihe 
largest mass defection of the war. 

The defection followed, but was not related to, 
a savage guerrilla attack on a civilian village in 
which at least 121 men, women and children were 
slaughtered with flame throwers and band gren¬ 
ades. The attack was described by American of¬ 
ficials as the worst civilian bloodbath of the war. 

The defectors led U.S. troops to an arms cache. 

The guerrilla massacre of civilians was in ap¬ 
parent reprisal for the village’s refusal to supply 
the Viet Cong with recruits, American officials said.

Weather officials offered little prospect of res¬ 
pite as new storms lined up outside the Island's 
door. 

Several houses in Campbell River also lost their 
roofs during the height of the storm Wednesday.
